The workmen attempted to escape 
but the few wvho got out side by 
the rear doors were diven hack. 
One poor fellow was caught by the 
mob and nearh' beaten to death. 
The works were riddled with mis­ 
siles of all kinds. 
At first only 
two police

squads of otiiers dropped in until 
150 were on ilie spot and clubs 
were ii.sed vignrousl.v and pistols 
fired in the air. 
Tlie mob used 
pistols liberally, and soon discov­ 
ering the policeman's firing was 
harmless, received 
it only with 
jeers and scotliug. 
Then the po­ 
lice lired lower and with better 
results. 
The mob scattered and 
McC'orniick’.s workmen were 
es­ 
corted bayond its reach. 
TJie riot 
lasted over 
two 
hours. 
Four 
rioler.s ivere picked up after the 
batll.!, and several had ])reviously 
been clubbed to Iielplessiiess. 
THE .MEETING .\T XICillT. 
Great were the expectations of 
the socialist leaders regarding the 
meeting called for toiiigiit. Never- 
tlieles.s a quieter gathering could 
hardly be imagined. 
Passers by 
wlio inquired Llic occasion for the 
meeting would ivait Jive or ten 
minutes expecting the crowd to 
rapidlj’ increase in numbers. 
In 
th s they were disappointed. 
I t 
was al'ter 9 p. m. before the stolid 
groups of anarchists were cheered 
jy the presence of any leaders, 
xlugust tipies finally arrived and 
climbing a wagon, in front of 
Crane Brothers factory, began an 
address denouncing capital and 
claiming he was not the cause of 
yesterdays riot, but tliat it wa.s 
the natural result of class oppres­ 
sion. 
There was no enthusiasm 
created by his remarks, and when 
he was succeeded by A. II. P a r­ 
sons, the crowd began to gradually 
dwindle 
away. 
Williin a half 
block ol the speakers could be 
seen 
Jour patrol wagons with 
hor-’cs ready and a good sized de­ 
tail of police with it. 
A m an who 
was standing in the crowd re­ 
ceived a pjislol ball in his thigh, 
and has ju st been brought to Cen­ 
tral police station. 
H e says that 
during tlie progress of the speecli 
by one of the socialist.^;, a squad of 
otliccrs marched by clo.se to ilie 
speaker's stand. Some one shouted 
"kill t h e 
,” jHmust as soon 
as the words had been nllered, 
three 
bombs were thrown from 
near the slaiul into the midst of 
the squad of ollicers. The bombs 
exploded instantly, and 
FIVE ronCEMEX FELI.. 
Others were wounded, and .sev­ 
eral of tJie .socialists did not escape. 
An otiicer who has ju s t arrived 
from the scene says there is hard­ 
ly any doubt that at least live 
oiiicer.s were killed. 
-More coherent accouut.s arc com­ 
ing in and they point to a inucii 
more disastrous alfray than at first 
reported. 
.Iboiit two hundred 
officers had heen detailed to al­ 
te uu the uiecling; and had been 
ill tlie viciiiily -ince the sociaJist.s 
had begun to assemble.

the crowd liad dwindled to les.-i 
than a llionsand. 
Tlie iiiteraiice.s 
of the speakers were still of llie 
most inllamatory character, how­ 
ever. and hearers who sliU re­ 
mained, grew riotous in llieir de­ 
meanor. 
The police concluded to 
put an end lo the dirturbance, and 
advancing, ordered the crowd to 
disperse.

The police retorted instantly with 
a volley from their revolve/s. The 
rioters 
answered 
with 
theirs, 
wliich. the sequel ¡iroved, tliey 
were well provided witli. 
The 
mob appeared crazed with a fanat­ 
ic desire for blood, and Jiolding its 
ground poured volley alter vollev 
iilo the midst of tlie ollicens. TJie 
latter foinrht gallantly ana 
disper.sed the mob and cleared the 
m arket 
place. 
They are now 
gu‘,u‘ding every appro-acli lo the 
jilace, and no one is allowed there. 
imm ediately after tlie. first explo­ 
sion, the ollicers who were left 
standing drew their revolvers and 
fired round after round into the 
mob. Large mnnbers of those fell, 
and as they dropped were im m e­ 
diately carried to the rear and in ­ 
to the inani' dark alleyways by 
their friends.
